Following Raid. 


Two Men Taken In Cus­ 
tody at Boonville Held 
For Investigation. 


By Associated Press. 
JE FFE R SO N CITY, Mo., July 14. 
— The biggest roundup of automobile 
thieves ever conducted in Missouri, 
Ss in progress, Charles 
U. Becker, 
secretary of state, today informed 
th e Associated Press. Evidence tend­ 
ing to show th at an organized band 
of m otor thieves is operating in the 
sta te and th at they have been dis­ 
posing of the cars through agents 
operating in Cooper, Miller, Morgan 
and M oniteau counties, is now in the 
hands of police officials, through the 
efforts of the departm ent. 
T he secretary of state’s office was 
•'tipped off" two weeks ago that such 
conditions existed. 
A fter a careful 
investigation of the source, work 
w as begun on the case lest Monday. 
By W ednesday evening seven cars 
had been rcovered and today the 
list was close to twenty, B ecker said. 
H e declared the departm ent expect­ 
ed to recover between 75 arid 80 
cars in the four counties. 
A m ajority of the cars recovered 
b ear th e nam e pf a prom inent De­ 
tro it m otor car m anufacturer and 
largely are of the closed type. Most 
of the cars recovered are from St. 
Louis, though cars from 
Chicago 
and other cities have been found. 
Two m en are 
under 
arrest at 
Boonville, Mo., held for investiga­ 
tion. 
They are Lewis Schielb, of 
P rairie Home, Cooper County, 
and 
Jo h n Jones, of Boonville. Schielb is 
an automobile mechanic and Jones a 
used car dealer. 
A large num ber of cars have been 
Bold in th e four counties 
named 
w ithout certificates of title, Becker 
said. “In every case we find,” 
he 
continued, "w here a car has been 
sold without crtificate of title 
we 
are going to apply an acid test to 
th e m otor block of th e c ar to deter­ 
m ine if It is a stolen car. 
In every 
c a r we have found so far the motor 
num bers have been altered and we 
have revealed the fact through a se­ 
c ret acid test which we apply.” 
A telephone call to Boonville re­ 
vealed th at Sheriff Charles Hull of 
Cooper County had gone to Jam es­ 
town, Mo., in search of m ore stolen 
cars. 
Becker asserted 12 cars had been 
recovered a t Boonville, four at Cali­ 
fornia and two at P rairie Home, Mo. 
Several others had been obtained at 
Boonville today, Deputy Sheriff W. 
S. Hull said. 
A vigorous investigation will be 
m ade of all cars in the state having 
hut one state license tag, it was de­ 
clared. 
“W here a car Is exhibiting 
b ut one tag, our conclusion is that 
some one else is using the other, 
end we are determined to find out 
who that “some one” is,” Becker 
declared. “A nother thing we are go­ 
ing after is registration of certifi­ 
cates of title on all cars sold in this 
state. 
W’e have some suspicious re­ 
quests for certificates of title. 
We 
will m ake a thorough investigation 
and will give every m otor block the 
acid test. 
Then too, there are too 
m any cars in the state without any 
license tags. Those fellows had bet­ 
te r come in and buy tags, or they 
will 
be 
treated 
w ith 
suspicion,” 
Becker warned.

Treasury Agents To Run 
Unregistered Boats Out 
of American Waters. 


ROCKFORD, 
ILL., July 14.—In 
response to appeals from Belvidere, 
fourteen miles east of here, the Rock­ 
ford fire department late this after­ 
noon sent several pieces of fire ap­ 
paratus In charge of Chief Thomas 
Blake to that town, where a fire in 
the yards of Louis Silver and Com­ 
pany, Junk dealers, was assuming 
the proportions of a conflagration. 
Twenty-four residences were report­ 
ed aflame from jump fires at one 
time. A strong northwest breeze car­ 
ried blazing embers more than a mile 
and Belvidere fire fighters wfcre un­ 
able to cope with the many fires re­ 
sulted. 
Rockford firemen making the 14 
mile run in seventeen minutes, arriv­ 
ed in time to stop 
spread of the 
flames.

DETROIT, 
July 
14.—Dynamite 
threats, crowbars, gasoline and all 
the jeers and catcalls of three thous 
and river rum runners, their omen 
folk and sympathizers .failed early 
today to check the most spectacular 
cleanup raid in the annals of prohi­ 
bition enforcement in W ayne Coun­ 
ty. 
Two hundred power boats and a 
large quantity of liquor were seized 
along the Ecorse 
and 
W yandotte 
w ater fronts, the gateway for much 
of the liquor sold in the middle west. 
As the officers began their clean­ 
up, bootleggers and rum 
runners, 
with their wives, children and co­ 
horts, gathered by tjie hundreds. As 
the booze-laden trucks neared 
the 
bridge on the return to Detroit the 
mob milled nearer and nearer to the 
stragetic point. 
“Get off that bridge or you’ll be 
blown to bits,” came the warning. 
In answer, sr.ate police and federal 
officers whipped out their revolvers, 
but the mob retreated only after the 
raiders foiled a desperate attem pt 
to set fire to the bridge. 
Leaders 
of the mob were armed with crow­ 
bars and one carried a can of gaso­ 
line. 
The return to Detroit with the 
contraband became a running fight. 
Scores of cars w’ere parked by the 
rum runners across the m arsh lined 
road. 
The officers shoved the bar­ 
ricading cars into the weeds and 
m arsh grass. 
As they left the trucks the crowd 
surged forward in a concentrated at­ 
tack, to be beaten off by agents 
armed with the heavy hickory stakes 
of the truck bodies. 
In the outskirts of Detroit a car­ 
load of men attem pted to ram one 
of the trucks, shouting, “We 
are 
arm ed,” but the attackers 
again 
ere repulsed and the raiders brought 
their load safely home. 
Action of the treasury departm ent 
in joining forces with the prohibition 
agents is expected to make opera­ 
tions of the down-river rum-runners 
increasingly difficult, according 
to 
Jam es R. Davis, federal prohibition 
director for Michigan. 
Owners of 
all the boats seized wil be required 
to explain to the authorities their 
failure to comply with the naviga­ 
tion laws and also will ue warned 
to register their craft. 
Registration 
will enable the authorities to keep 
a close check on the owners of virtu­ 
ally every power boat on the river, 
Mr. Davis said. 
“Th treasury agents have joined 
forces with the prohibition depart­ 
ment and we proposed to run every 
unregistered boat out of American 
waters,” said Mr. Davis. “W e intend 
to make the rum-running boats show 
their red and green lights a t night. 
If they do not they can be penalized 
under the navigation 
laws, 
if we 
can’t penalize them under the prohi­ 
bition law. 
“We are satisfied we have the rum 
runners on the run at last. 
By ty­ 
ing up their boats because they do 
not comply iwth navigation laws we 
will decrease liquor operations great­ 
ly.”

Dr. 
Ehrenreich, an investigator who has 
been studying the coloring of the 
feathers of living bin’ i. 
H ereafter 
white Wyandottes may be converted 
into salmon pink or chrome yellow 
fowls, according to the 
whim 
of 
owners, the doctor asserts. 
It will 
he po slble to fool watchful hawks 
by giving feathered flocks the color 
of their surroundings and camflag- 
ing them after methods adopted by 
the armies in the World war. 
Dr. Ehrenreich says h s L u discov­ 
ered that red and green 
parrots 
turn yellow* if given certain food. 
Ten days of experimentation have 
shown a change 
from 
a cayenne 
pepper tint into a yellowish red. 
while many other tests have demon­ 
strated that a bird’s 
plumage de­ 
pends largely on dyestuffs contained 
in food. 
Feathers of old hens can­ 
not be materially doctored in color, 
but dvestufs put 
into their 
food 
affect the hue of the egg yolks to a 
noticeable degree. 
Experiments made with caterpill­ 
ars have shown that those fed on 
walnut foliage become dark butter­ 
flies.

(Bv C. H. Smith, Secretary of Cham­ 
ber of Commerce) 
How many Sedallans know 
any­ 
thing about the expense and th© ex­ 
tent of the work done by the bureau 
of information operated by the Cham 
ber of Commerce during the State 
Fair? 
It is doubtful if any of us realize 
and appreciate the service that is 
rendered, not only tp the viators that 
are here from all parts of the county 
but to our own citizens, especially 
those who are in the hotel and res­ 
taurant business or have rooms to 
rent. 
In addition to listing rooms 
and housing the Fair visitors, this 
bureau furnishes an abundance of in­ 
formation concerning Sedalia and 
Pettis County, the arrival and de- 
pature of trains, the location of ho­ 
tels and public buildings, the condi­ 
tion of highways, the names of Seda- 
lia’s daily and weekly newspapers 
and other publication and distri­ 
butes advertising ma ter and litera­ 
ture descriptive of this 
city 
and 
county. 
The operation of the bureau this 
year will be continued four 
days 
longer than usual In order to care 
for 5.000 visitors who are expected 
to attend the Missouri Farmers* As­ 
sociation convention which will be 
beld here the four days immediately 
following the close of the State Fair 
therefore, tho task 
will 
be even 
greater, the demands more exacting 
and the expense heavier than ordin­ 
arily and the sincere cooperation of 
all Sedallans is earnestly solicited. 
However, this is only ore item in 
the list of scheduled projects which 
our citizens will be asked to support 
and for which a fund wll bo raised 
in a three day campaign starting 
Monday, July 23.

twenty-seven foreigners captured by 
Chinese bandits May 6. 
A suggestion In the course of dis­ 
cussion in Pekin was that each of 
the persons captured by paid 
$500 
for each of the first three days of 
captivity, and HOO a day for \he 
remaining period. 
The foreigners captured 
by 
the 
bandits included eight 
Americans, 
several of whom were 
held until 
June 12. Then general release was ef­ 
fected on an agreement between the 
bandit leaders an dthe Chinese gov­ 
ernment. 
On the basis of the sug­ 
gested indemnity 
payments, 
those 
who were not released before June 
12 
would 
receive 
approximately 
$5,000. 
No information as to the progress 
of the indemnity negotiations was 
available today, nor was there defin­ 
ite word to indicate that figures had 
been agreed 
upon and formally ac­ 
cepted by the Chinese government. 
The Chinese government however, 
already has made known its willing* 
ness to pay indemnity upon any basis 
which the report of the foreign pow­ 
ers decide fair. 
The attitude of the 
Washington 
government throughout the negotia­ 
tions in Pekin has been against in­ 
flated Indemnity demands. 
It also has been made clear that 
the case of each foreigner who was a 
victim of the bandit outrage should 
be weighed on its merits, particular­ 
ly with relation to any special claims 
based on allegation*, of hardships B r ­ 
iered, financial losses or physical ail­ 
ments resulting from the captivity. 
Inasmuch as the indemnity figures 
given above seem to have been re­ 
garded generally by the Pekin diplo­ 
mats as fair, it is assumed there the 
other powers take the same position 
and that 
excessive 
claims 
which 
might be submitted by various re­ 
presentatives ‘would not be found ac­ 
ceptable by their governments.

It is a fact that 
can not be disputed that wheat can not be 
raised, harvested and shipped to the cen­ 
ters of distribution at the price at which

Not only 
are the farmers themselves striving to solve 
it, but financiers and students of economics 
as well as statesmen are giving it most seri­ 
ous consideration. Many demand laws es­ 
pecially applicable to the situation. Regu­ 
lation of boards of trades, grain exchanges, 
commission houses; decrease of transpor­ 
tation charges, drastic regulation of stock 
yard activities, community selling—these 
and scores of other 
maceas are advocat­ 
ed as means by which better conditions can 
be brought about. 
Any or all may have 
merit and would, it may be, to some extent 
accomplish something. 
But, after all, the 
inevitable law of supply and demand will 
fille in the future as it always has in the 
past. 
One thing only is necessary to bring 
back to the farmer that to which he is

Tales Is the story of the development 
Of Southeast Missouri to its present 
ilpto of prosperity. It is a immature 
flHPlre within itself containing some 
Of the richest soils of the United 
States. The section, a 
stretch of 
swamp land which sold 
at twenty- 
five cents an acre, now raises all of 
the staple crops on land reclaimed 
fey a gigantic drainage system which 
is second only to the Panama Canal 
Is amount of excavation. 
A country of diversified soils upon 
which is raised a great variety 
of 
crops by an industrious, progressive, 
and hospitable people was the con* 
dition in which Southeast Missouri 
was found by the class of Special 
Correspondence 
of 
the School of 
Journalism, University of 
Missouri. 
Shortly after reaching Cape Girar­ 
deau all preconceived ideas of vast 
Wretches of swamp 
land 
"swamp* 
angels'* and kiddies who ran under 
the house when company came and 
had to be chased down and shoes ad­ 
ministered before they could be sent 
away to school, were shattered 
as 
personal 
observations 
disclosed 
amazing facts with regard to this 
section. 
Fifteen years 
ago a 
visitor to 
Southeast Missouri would have found 
a swampy desolate 
country 
yearly 
flooded by the waters of the Mississ­ 
ippi and smaller streams. 
Land fit 
for cultivation and safe 
from 
the 
waters of the river was scarce 
al­ 
though what land could be utilized 
was very productive. 
People avoid­ 
ed journeying through the country, 
real estate agents could not find a 
sale for land and the district 
was 
gparsely populated. 
Today the visitor finds a vast net­ 
work of ditches running through the 
section draining the land while huge 
levees protect 
it from 
the 
river. 
More than three million dollars has 
been expended by land owners In 
completing 3,000 
miles of 
ditches 
which drain approximately 300,000 
Acres of land. When the project ivas 
first introduced to the country, peo­ 
ple were doubtful and skeptical of 
the success of the undertaking 
as 
people are always skeptical of every 
gigantic project. 
It was considered 
an impossibility. 
When work was 
started on the huge Diversion Chan­ 
nel near Cape Girardeau much oppos­ 
ition was encountered because the 
plans for the course of the channel 
would force the water to drain up 
hill to empty into the 
Mississippi 
Without government or state aid the 
farmers of the section through an 
efficient organization 
taxed 
them­ 
selves, and in 1915 land dredges be­ 
gan their work of scooping out the 
earth for the ditches. 
In 1921 the 
last ditch was completed. 
Beautiful 
and picturesque, winding their way 
through the low level land, only the 
erection of a few windmills along the 
canals and ditches, is necessary to 
picture to the visitor the productive 
country of Holland. 
The oldest section 
of 
Missouri 
from the standpoint of discovery, it 
is the youngest from the standpoint 
of cultivation of the soil and build­ 
ing of industries. 
Few old timers, 
who grew up with the country are 
found in the eight counties. The pop­ 
ulation is of the younger, adventur- 
some generation who migrated from 
other parts of Missouri, Tennessee, 
Kentucky, and Illinois. They bought 
Southeast Missouri land for a song 
and gambled with nature upon their 
chances of reclaiming it. Encounter­ 
ing obstacles as treacherous and dan­ 
gerous as the pioneers of Missouri's 
territorial days, with the addition of 
a greater element of chance a few 
Immigrants of foresight began the 
task of reclaiming the territory then 
known as “Swampeast Missouri.” 
A great part of the work has been 
accomplished, although even in its 
present stage of productiveness there 
is still a vast amount of work to be 
done. 
The country Is Just under­ 
going the process of reconstruction 
by artificial means. There still exist 
great stretches of swamp land which 
will be reclaimed in the next few 
years, and hundreds of acres that 
have been reclaimed but are not un­ 
der cultivation. With the success of 
the few pioneers others migrated to 
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the district to buy land and take up 
their burdens in building this new 
‘land of Canaan” ac immigrants of 
the present and future will find it. 
As a mine of gold are the rich 
alluvial soils of the district 
Rich,! 
black loam, sandy soils, and every 
kind of soil for raising all kinds of I 
crops. 
It is a district w here North i 
meets South across the Mason Dixon 
line v/hich runs 
through 
Portage­ 
ville, Mo. 
Crops of the north and! 
crops of the South are grown w ith! 
equal success and profit 
In adjoin-! 
ing fields one finds acres of cotton, 
com and wheat, the 
three 
staple 
crops of the w'orld while alfalfa, tim­ 
othy, 
clover, cowpeas, sweet 
pota­ 
toes, peanuts, 
watermelons, 
cante- 
lopes, peaches, sunflowers, rice and 
in the hills of Scott county are herds 
of the finest dairy cattle and hogs. 
Southeast Missouri is truly an em­ 
pire in itself. 
Industrially it has many factories 
and mills, while a network of rail­ 
roads throughout the district 
the 
proximity of the Mississippi River 
and the great improvements of the 
roads of the district supply sufficient 
transportation facilities. 
Everyone in 
Southeast 
Missouri 
are neighbors, and everyone knows 
each other. Through their organiza­ 
tion, the Southeast Missouri Agricul­ 
ture Bureau, organized for the Pur­ 
pose of carrying on the drainage pro­ 
ject and promoting the interests of 
the section, this close relationship 
between the people has been estab­ 
lished. They have been working and] 
cooperating for the success of a com­ 
mon cause under the direction of an 
organization sponsored by them all. I 
Organized not as 
eight 
counties 
but as one large district this spirit 
of fellowship and 
cooperation pre­ 
vails. 
No m atter who one asks in 
this district where he is from the 
answrer is always the 
same. 
’Tm 
from Southeast Missouri.” 
The sig­ 
nificance of county and city boundar­ 
ies is lost In the pride which these 
people hold in the development of 
their country. 
With success already in hand and 
brilliant prospects for future develop­ 
ment the people are now battling 
against stumbling blocks for the per­ 
fection of their district 
There re­ 
main hundreds of acres of swamp 
land ye* to be drained. 
Some of, 
tho great drainage system does not 
function properly and must be re­ 
paired and redug from time to time. 
The cost of the digging of the dran- 
age system has been great and the 
People are now paying in self assess­ 
ed taxes which amount to approxi­ 
mately $1 on each $100 valuation. In 
a short time a great part of the sys­ 
tem will have been paid for—but the 
greatest hinderance to the progress 
of the district lies In the distribu­ 
tion of land. 
It is characteristic of 
the district that because of the few’ 
pioneers who came in and bought 
the swamps that the greater part of 
the district is owned and controlled 
by holders of vast tracts of land. A 
land company at Blodgett controlls 
100.000 acres of wonderful farming 
land which is leased out to tenants. 
A private family of Benton controls 
74.000 acres of land and similar is 
the condition throughout the whole 
district. Some of these owners hold 
such vast tracts of land with some 
of it not under cultivation that their 
return is not sufficient to cover their 
taxes and they are rendered ‘‘land 
poor.' 
Like a bit of the old South is the 
cotton industry in 
Southeast 
Mis­ 
souri. 
Following the lead of Dunk­ 
lin, Pemiscot, and Stoddard counties, 
who have been raising cotton suc­ 
cessful 
for 
the 
past 
few 
years, 
others counties of the district have 
planted vast acres 
in 
that 
crop. 
Southeast Missouri today is “cotton 
crazy* Throughout Southeast Mis­ 
souri on each 
side 
of 
the 
road 
stretch acre after acre 
of 
cotton, 
which should bloom within the next 
couple of weeks. 
Previous to the entrance of cotton 
in the district, wheat and corn were 
the two prominent crops of the dis­ 
trict. 
From planting the same crop) 
on the ground year after year, the 
wheat began to diminish in quality 
and quantity, and farmers desiring to 
give the land a rest looked about for I 
some other crop to take its place for 
a couple of years. 
Delegations 
of 
farmers visited Pemiscot and Dunk­ 
lin counties to inquire regarding the 
cussecc of cotton. 
They found that 
their soil w’as adapted to cotton, and I 
this season have started a great ex- i 
periment by planting their field in! 
cotton as well as wheat and corn. 
With theopening 
of 
the 
cotton 
fields there was a great increase in 
population. 
Tenants 
from 
other 
states and other parts of Missouri] 
came down while many negroes with] 
their families from the south came 
up to work the 
crops. 
Mississippi 
county alone imported 2,000 negroes 
to work in the lields. Many of them I 
were employed and others provided 
with a shack and team of mules to 
plant and raise the crop on the crop 
share system. 
Free from the devastating immi-: 
grations of the boil weevil, a pestj 
which has practically ruined the eot-j 
ton industry of the South, the South 
eastern Missouri farmers are in an 
enviable position 
and are 
raising 
some of the best cotton in the world. 
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Ointment, dust arith Talcum. 
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At the present time there exists a 
shortage of cotton and it i3 the I arms 
and invaluable soils of the delta re­ 
gion which are going to relieve to 
a great extent this shortage. Migrat­ 
ing slowly, starting 
from 
tho far 
south the boll weevil works its way 
northward through the cotton fields. 
Because of Missouri’s location in the 
most northern extremity of the cot­ 
ton producing regions, the Missouri 
cotton is in bloom and ready to be 
picked long before the weevil can 
work his way this far northward. 
The success of the cotton of 
Southeast Missouri is evidenced by 
the report of the United States gov­ 
ernment statisticans upon the yield 
per acre for lint cotton 
for 1923. 
During that year 
Missouri in 
its 
small district in the 
Southeastern 
corner of the state, 
averaged 
360 
pounds of cotton to the acre an in- 


mature and be ready for harvest in 
the fall. 
Hundreds of 
acres 
are 
planted in sweet potatoes and many 
are the 
brick 
storage 
houses 
In 
which tho sweet potatoes are placed 
to dry out. 
The farmers get two 
and three cuttings from their alfalfa, 
and timothy and clover ire grown in 
abundance. 
Southeast Missouri is one of the 
greatest watermelon producing re­ 
gions in the world. 
In the fertile 
I sandy soil the melons will be ripe 
shortly and thousands of them ship­ 
ped out to help supply the world, 
particularly from the shipping points 
! at Blogett in Scott county and Ken* 
j nett in Dunklin county, Canteiopes 
are also raised in large quantities. 
The country supplies a good part 
of the honey, 
being 
the 
largest 
honey producing region in Missouri. 
Hundreds of tons of honey are ship­ 
ped out annually 
from 
the 
large 
apiaries scattered throughout the 
eight counties. 
In dairy products, 
through 
the 
hilly regions of Scott County some 
of the finest dairy herds of the State 
are grazed. 
New Hamburg in par­ 
ticular specialized in the raising of 
fine cattle and the sipping of dairy 
products. 
Aiding in the industrial growth of 
this primarily agriculture 
section, 
there still remain thousands of acres 
of fine timbers wnich bring large 
lumber camps to this section. 
Of 
greatest importance is the camp of 
the International Harvester 
Com­ 
pany located at Deering, 
Pemiscot 
County, 14 miles 
from Caruthers­ 
ville. Deering is a town of SOO pop­ 
ulation composed largely of employ­ 
ees of the lumber camp were the 
Harvester Company maintains a saw 
mill. It has its own private railway 
line running through Caruthersville 
connecting with the primary roads 
and the Mississippi boat lilies. From 
these huge forests of cypress, gum, 
walnut the greatest part of the lum­ 
ber used in the manufacture of har­ 
vesting machines is obtained. 
The company at the present time

er than North Carolina which aver­ 
aged next highest in the United 
States with an average of 250 pounds 
to the acre. An acre of Southeast 
Missouri cotton is estimated to be 
worth $125. 
Everywhere 
throughout 
the dis­ 
trict the cotton crops are in excellent 
condition with promise of a large 
yield. 
With the increased number 
of acres planted in cotton, the Mis­ 
souri farmers are looking forward to 
a greater success when the govern­ 
ment statistics for 1923 are calculat­ 
ed. 
As proof of the versatility of the 
Southeast Missouri soil and the fact 
that a greater variety of crops are 
produced in this region than in any 
other region of its size in the world, 
the visitor to Butler county will see 
approximately 1000 
acres of land 
with proper draining facilities plant­ 
ed in rice. Rice, the crop of the ori­ 
ent and tropics, is raised successfully 
in Southeast Missouri and of a qual­ 
ity which rivals that of the great 
rice producing regions of the world. 
By a system of drainage ditches and 
levees which enable the farmer to 
flood his fields while growing the 
rice and drain them when ready to 
harvest, the Missouri farmer raises 
Missouri rice. 
The excellence of the quality of 
the rice is attributed to the location 
of Southeast Missouri farther north 
than other rice producing countries. 
The farther north crops are grown 
the more flinty their yield becomes. 
The rice industry 
in 
Southeast 
Missouri is still in the experimental 
stage, however, but extensive im­ 
provements are being made in this 
crop. 
Cotton, corn and wheat, however 
are the principal crops. They are of 
an excellent quality and because of 
the climate conditions, and fertility 
of the soil they mature so fast that 
the farmers are enabled to raise two 
crops on the same plot of ground in 
one season. Throughout the district 
the wheat crops have been cut, mov­ 
ed to one side to await harvest and 
the acreage again 
planted to 
cow 
peas. 
In other localities late corn 
is just peeping through the ground, 
planted as a second crop which will 
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timber supply constant 
for forty 
years. 
Throughout other parts 
of 
the 
counties are vast stretches of tim­ 
bers which are gradually hfing cut 
away and the land will 
be turned 
over to the cultivation of the soil. 
Located a short distance from Kel­ 
so, Scott County, on a stretch 
of 
hilly ground which is of no use for 
the cultivation of field crops is the 
third largest genseng farm in the 
United States. 
Owned by Barney 
Schumer, who began some 
twenty 
years ego to collect ginseng plants 
from the woods. 
The Tarm is esti­ 
mated to bo worth $100,000. 
Gin­ 
seng, the root of which is used for 
medicinal purposes sells on the mar- 
ket for $15.75 a pound. Recently 
Mr. Schumer was offered $25,000 for 
the roots from two acres of his 
plants. 
Also Scott County has one of the 
largest peach orchards in Missouri. 
Located a few miles from Blodgett 
on very fertile sandy soil iwth a 
clay sub soil the farm now has 10,000 
peach trees, planted on IOO acres of 
land which this year yield I 2,000 
bushels of peaches. 
2,000 of the 
trees are five years old while eight 
thousand of them are only two years 
old. 
The trees being so young af­ 
fected the yield greatly. There are 
eight varieties of peaches raised on 
the farm. 
Many of the trees are 
Elbertas and did not yield this year. 
The class in Special 
Correspon­ 
dence of the School of Journalism, 
University of Missouri, 
which 
is 
making an extensive tour of South 
Missouri visted the Southeast Mis­ 
souri Delta District making the tour 
by automobile. The trip, called “the 
rediscovery of Southeast Missouri” 
because the class was the first organ 
ization to make an investigation of 
the district since its reclamation, 
was a revelation to all members of 
the 
party. 
The 
students 
accom­ 
panied by Professors Frank L. Mar­ 
tin and Robert S. Mann, In charge 
of the class, and Dean Walter Wil­ 
liams of the School of Journalism, 
William Southern, Jr., Independence, 
Mo.; Former Lieutenant W. R. Pain­ 
ter, of Carrollton, C. M. Harrison, 
Boonville, Marshal! Gordon, Colum­ 
bia, and A. I. Foard, Secretary of the 
Southeast Missouri Agriculture Bu­ 
reau, were taken on the tour by the 
business men and farmers of the dis­ 
trict. 
Leaving Cape Girardeau at 6:30 in 
the morning tho party was driven 
south into Scott County through its 
low fertile lands drained by artificial 
waterways, through its hilly regions 
and dairy country, through 
Kelso 
and New Hamburg to Benton, the 
County Seat of Scott County which 
claims to possess the largest and 
most modern court house of 
any 
county of the same siz-> in the state. 
Farther south into the regions where 
cotton Is found abundantly, and into 
the sweet potato region, and south­ 
east over the broad level stretches 
of country in Mississippi 
County 
where the highest ground 
is 
the 
mounds constructed by the Indians, 
the earliest known inhabitants of the 
district. Into Charleston the county 


seat of Mississippi County, with a 
side trip to Birds Point where one 
can stand on the banks of the Miss­ 
issippi, Fee the Missouri and Ohio 
River flowing into the larger river 
and look into the states of Missouri, 
Kentucky and Illinois. 
From Charleston the party drove 
to Sikeftcn where they were the 
guests of the Lions Club for lunch 
and in the afternoon were driven 
to New Madrid, th© county seat of 
New Madrid County, and then 
to 
Portageville, and farther south 
to 
Hayti, where the 
students were 
guests of the Hayti Chamber of Com­ 
merce for dinner. 
Hayti, in 
the 
midst of vast cotton prodcing reg­ 
ions has five cotton gins and bas a 
cotton compressor under construc­ 
tion which will be completed 
In 
about a month. Later in the evening 
the party was taken to Caruthers­ 
ville, the southernmost point of their 
trip, to spend the night. 
Leaving 
Caruthersville 
at 
9 
o’clyock the following day a motor 
trip was made through the territory 
surrounding Caruthersville, “the city 
without a cellar.” Because of the 
seepage from the Mississippi the e 
are no cellars built in Caruthers­ 
ville. 
Through the down town dis­ 
trict an overhead heating system is 
used to scupply heat to the build­ 
ings. 
This locality w; s one of the 
first to attempt to raise cotton and 
has sixty percent of the acreage of 
the county planted In 
this 
crop. 
Along the river in this county al­ 
falfa is raised very profitably 
be­ 
cause the seeds can be planted with­ 
out being innoculated. 
The germs 
used in inoculating alfalfa seeds is 
present in this river low and a great 
quantity is the soli is utilized in 
securing germs for the ^inoculation 
of seeds to be planted elsewere. The 
huge cotton wood groves near Ca­ 
ruthersville are utilized to make egg 
and fruit crates. 
Returning to Hayti the party trav­ 
eled by train west 
to Kennett in 
Dunklin County, past vast stretches 
of c’*t away timber lands. In Ken­ 
nett, after being guests of the Lions 
Club for lunch the party was motor­ 
ed through that locality and then to 
Malden, and on north to Dexter, and 
again west to Poplar Bluff by rail. 
Arriviug in Dexter, the baggage 
for the party 
consisting 
of some 
twenty eight suit cases and eigh­ 
teen typewriters were lost between 
Malden and Dexter. 
At train time 
with the baggage failing to arrive 
th* party proceeded to Poplar Bluff 
where they were guests at a banquet 
given by the Chamber of Commerce. 
The party attended ulrty and un­ 
shaven. 
The two day tour of the Delta 
Country was terminated at Poplar 
Bluff, county seat of Butler County, 
returning again to the higher coun­ 
try and the Southeastern gateway 
into the Ozarks after a tour of the 
low alluvial plains of the delta coun­ 
try. 
Throughout the larger part 
of 
the Southeast District most of tho 
roads 
are excellent 
ha rd surfaced, 
while extending for several miles in 
every 
direction 
from 
the larger 
towns are concrete highways. Kings- 
highway running from the southern­ 
most part of the state into St. Louis 
is through the heart cf this district 
and 
many miles of bardsurfaced 
roads 
are now under construction. 
Special road taxes have 
been lev­ 
ied upon the people for the construe 
tion of road and with their portion 
of the $60,000,000 bond 
issue 
the 
astrict will soon have some of the 
finest roads in the State of Missouri. 
In education the district is rapidly 
climbing to a position of importance. 
Every attention Is given the schools 
School houses are under construc­ 
tion for the Consolidated districts 
and the majority 
of their 
school 
houses are of brick or concrete struc 
ture. At the present time the chil­ 
dren are in school so they will be 
free when it is cotton picking time. 
In an address before the Kiw&nis 
Club of Poplar Bluff shortly before 
leaving that city. Dan Walter Wil­ 
liams vividly expressed the senti­ 
ment of the class relative to its im­ 
pression of Southeast Missouri. 
“There is a certain fascination to 
be 
found in Southeast 
Missouri 
which binds one to this section of 
the State,” Mr. Williams said. “The 
reason for the fascination is similar 
to the motto of the Kiawanis, ‘We 
Build/ Throughout Southeast Mis­ 
souri the people are building—tak­ 
ing the old swamp lr nds, draining 
them and converting them into some 
of the most 
fertile Lnd3 
of the 
world, developing industries, build­ 
ing facilities for education, and build 
ing homes all in a section of country 
which has been discovered only In 
the past fifteen yars.” Dean Williams 
likeed the fascination of Southeast 
Missouri to a story he once heard 
concerning an American and a Hin­ 
du journalist. 
The American was 
addressed by the Hindu, “Isn't this a 
wonderful world in which we live?” 
The American replied, “Yes, truly it 
la a wonderful world.” 
Then the 
Hindu Jornalist smiled and leaning 
across his desk he asked, “But are­ 
n’t you glad that It Is not a finished 
world.” 
“The things for which we 
live.” continued Mr. 
Williams,” is 


to bend all of our endeavors to bring 
this world of ours a little nearer to a 
state of perfection In the time allot­ 
ted to us. 
He commended

JEFFERSON CITY, July 14.—Rail­ 
road depot platforms and waiting 
rooms in small country towns of Mis­ 
souri must be

where there is train service at night, 
under an order just issued by the 
state public service commission.

Evidence 
revealed that the Frisco railroad in 
its depot at Steelville, had no lights 
whatever in tho waiting room or on 
the station platform, although elec­ 
tric lights were available at reason­ 
able cost.

Slightly During June 
Report Shows. 


The farmers of Pettis County, re­ 
port the condition of their corn at 
SI per cent. They further report the 
following crop coditions: 
Potatoes 
92 per cent, soybeans 87 per cent, 
86 per cent, oats 81 percent, apples 
83 per cent, timothy 
83 per cent, 
clover 77 per cent, and pasture 99 
per cent. 
Missouri 
farmers have 
6,36,000 
acres of growing corn this year of 
1923 against 6,150,000 last year, an 
increase of 4 percent, the condition 
of 85 percent at the opening of the 
month indicating from the present 
outlook 179,408,000 bushels as com­ 
pared to 
175,275,000 
bushels last 
year, according to the joint announ­ 
cement of E. A. Logan and Jewell 
Mayes of the State-Federal Crop Re­ 
porting Service. 
Missouri corn improved 
slightly 
during June as weather permitted 
cultivation and was generally quite 
favorable to growth. The condition 
of 85 percent compares 
to 82 per­ 
cent last year, and a 10-year aver­ 
age July condition of 
84 percent. 
The July corn prospect 
is 
better 
than on June 1st. 
The increase in 
acreage is largely in northern coun­ 
ties and central section, while acre­ 
age has been decreased In southeast­ 
ern counties where cotton 
is the 
most important crop. 
Corn is tasseling, and silking in 
some counties, but great variations 
exist in size, some just coming up 
other fields in the same locality are 
laid by. Chinch bugs are damaging 
in many counties. 
During the past 
sixteen years corn has held its own

Wheat improv­ 
ed throughout the central and south­ 
west sections, but detqriorated sharp 
ly in the heavy acreage counties of 
the southeast, from standing water, 
and in northwest counties from in­ 
sect damages. 
Storms and floods 
damaged wheat in limited scattered 
acreas. Treshing is under way. 
The Missouri oat crop at 83 per­ 
cent 
totals 
35,8386,000 
bushels 
against 17,872,000 bushels last year, 
and a five-year average of 50,189,000. 
Generally throughout the state, oats 
improved during June and harvest­ 
ing was almost completed in the first 
week of July, excepting throughout 
northern counties. 
Contrary to the 
past five years, oats improved dur­ 
ing June, owing to rains and favor­ 
able weather. 
Rye condition is 88 percent com­ 
pared to S3 percent last year, barley 
88 percent, spring wheat 85 percent, 
and flax for seed 88 percent. 
Missouri hay at 82 percent indi­ 
cates 1.16 tos per acre. All hay im­ 
proved during the month, and ex­ 
cepting clover shows better 
pros­ 
pects than last year. 
Prairie hay 
92 percent, and during 
the 
past 
thirteen years has gained twelve 
times and lost during but one year. 
The shortage of hay acreage in clov­ 
er and alfalfa is largely ade up by 
the increase in cowpeas, soybeans
